night In Hartford, and the other meet¬ 
ings v* re held in Bridgeport, New 
Haven and Meriden. A feature orf 
Judge Parker's addresses yesterday 
n ViLS his assertion that the Standard Oil 
Company was working in the Interest 
of the Republican party. His speeches 
in the main were devoted to the trust 
question. One new subject taken up 
iwaa the development of America ship¬ 
ping. Judge Parker spent the night in 
Hartford and wiU return this morning 
to New York. 


Democratic Candidate Everywhere 
Meets With An Enthusiastic 
Reception. 


REPUBLICAN PARTY FLAYED.

Hartford, Cotin., Nor. 3—Fbur en¬ 
thusiastic audiences greeted Judge Par¬ 
ker to-day on his only visit to the State 
In the campaign, and in several other 
places through which his epeclal train 
passed ho was given rousing Impromptu 
welcomes. The Democratic candidate 
left New York during the forenoon and 
speed was slackened at Stamford and 
South Norwalk before the special train 
reached Bridgeport, where the first 
stop was made. The principal speech 
of the trip was In this city to-night, 
though other receptions were held in 
Bridgeport. New Haven and at Meriden, 
where an addn-ss was made from the 
rear end of the train. This speech dealt 
with the question of the trusts and the 
candidate attempted to refute the 
charge that the Standard OL1 Company 
Is the financial sponsor of the Demo¬ 
cratic party and charged that the com. 
pany’s Interests are with the Republl 
oan party. 

The meeting in this city was one of 
the greatest of the campaign In this 
State.

IN A CORNFIELD SIXTEEN MTLES 
FROM ST. LOUIS. 


Only Slightly Damaged and May Be 
Ready For Another Flight 
Saturday Afternoon. 


St. Lou!?, Nov. 3.—The airship of 
CUpt a in T. »S. Baldwin, which suddenly 
slipped away last nlghl as It was be¬ 
ing towed 4n from the country to the 
aeronautic concourse, was found to-day 
sixteen miles wcot of St. Louis, it 
was unharmed by Us ivild night flight 
save for two smull rent* In tlu* eras 
bag, which Captain Baldwin stated 
could be repaired In half an hour. 

When the "Arrow" e«caped there wan 
Just enough gas to lift the craft well 
from tire ground. Inventor Baldwin ex¬ 
pressed his heMeif w* the time that th© 
cold night air would condense the gas 
rapidly and «’S.use the ulrshlp to come 
down In the vicinity of St. Louis. After 
floating In the wind few* sixteen miles 
the airship cam© down to within a 
Khort distance of the ground and hrr 
anchor rope became entangled In th© 
dead limb of a tree.

The correspondent of the Aseocl&ted 
Prose* here has received information, 
the reliability of which Is beyond ques¬ 
tion, that the Japanese now occupy po¬ 
sitions which place the east side of the 
towm at their mercy. The last assault 
ha* gained for them position* w r hlch 
Insure their ability to enter the main 
cast forts whenever they are ready. 

It Is calculated by the J&paneae thet 
if the Russian* do not surrender now 
they will be capable of prolonging their 
final stand at Lloatl mountain and on 
the Tiger's Tail for a month longer, 
with the mere hope of prolonging the 
struggle. Long before the second Pa¬ 
cific squadron arrives the Japanese 
flag. Is is now believed, will wave over 
the wrecked citadel. 

Thl* will end Viceroy Aloxieff’a 
dream of a*n unconquerable city. 

The Japanese have not occupied the 
main forts and higher points of the east 
hill*, but they occupy In overw’helmtng 
numbe-rs positions wrhlch will enable 
them to drive the Russians back when¬ 
ever they desire. 

When the Japanese occupy the east¬ 
ern ridge or the forts they will com¬ 
pletely dominate the other Russian 
forts with their artillery.

A HOLIDAY IN JAPAN. 


Emperor’s Birthday Is Celebrated 
With Patriotic Exercises. 


Tbklo. Nov. 3.—Noon.—Japan Is en¬ 
joying a holiday to-day in honor of 
the Emperor’s birthday. Ordinarily 
the people Idolize their sovereign, but 
Like war 8e«ms to have Increased their 
affection. The ceJei^ratkm was ob¬ 
served throughout the empire. The 
city was decorated and patriotic exer¬ 
cises were held. At Toklo the Emperor 
reviewed the fleet and the imperial 
guards division and gave a luncheon 
at the palace for the higher officials 
and foreign diplomats. 

The military review was held at 
Aoyarmv Field, where the troops began 
assembling early this morning. The 
Emperor drove through the city in a 
handsome red State coach. Leaving the 
palace shortly after 8 o’clock, he 
reached the field at 9. and aUghttag 
from his, carriage, mounted a black 
charger. He w*as accompanied by a 
numerous staff, which Included the 
lYown Prince and Lieutenant General 
Sir William Nicholson. Director Gen¬ 
eral of military Intelligence of the 
British war office, attached to the Jap¬ 
anese army during ihe war. The Em¬ 
peror rode round the field. Only a 
small portion of the troops assembled 
marched past, the remainder holding 
their positions In an Irregular square. 
The troops which marched pist Includ¬ 
ed three regiment* of infantry, sixty 
field guns and a regiment of cavalry, 
totalling 8,000 troops. They wore the 
field uniform and carried a full kit. 
Including Intrenching too’s. presenting 
an Impressive appearance In the bright 
sunshine. Thousands of the populace 
walked around the field. ATter the 
review, the crowd broke Into the field 
and gave the Emperor and Crown 
Prince an ovation. 

At luncheon to-day. the Emperor 
briefly addressed his guest*, extending 
welcome to the foreign diplomatic 
corps and Ministers of State. During 
the course of hi« remarks, he said: 

We regret that the rime has not 
come to see peace restored In the Far 
East in realization of our desires."

CONSERVATIVE JAPANESE 

Look Upon the Reports From Port 
Arthur With Some Reserve. 

Che Foo. Nov. 3, Noon.—Japanese ar¬ 
riving from Dalny to-duy report tlmt 
the Japanese have captured Klhning 
mountain and : ungchu mountain, which 
Lies between the ru.lroad ami Khlung 
mountains. They also report that the 
Japanese have captured East Keekwan 
mountain. 

Conservative Japanese, realizing the 
Intense desire of the Japanese for good 
news on the Emperor's birthday, re¬ 
ceive the above reports with reserve. 
Regarding the capture of Rib lung and 
Sungshu mountains the report Is not 
considered Improbable, but Japanese 
say that it is not Intended to occupy 
East Keekwan mountain. In August 
the Japanese succeeded In entering 
East Keek wan fort, as was related In 
these dispatches at the time, but under 
the concentrated lire of the other forts 
they were compelled to retire. Japan¬ 
ese officers here say that it Is Imp s thle 
to hold East Keek wan, and therefore 
an attack on that position Is presum¬ 
ably only a feint. When the Japanese 
occupied the Russian trenches on Ulli- 
lung mountain It Is said that the Rus¬ 
sians turned a current of water Into the 
trenches, but that the Japanese held 
feat. Previous to this Japanese shells 
exploded two land mines on Rlhlung 
mcAantaln. 

LOSS OF THE YASHIMA, 

Which Was Denied By the Jans. Is 
Finally Confirmed. 

Paris, Nov. 3.--The Associated Press 
was put in a position to-day to state 
positively that Its dispatches from Che 
Foo, Port Arthur and Toklo last June 
to the- effect that the Japanese ba-ttle- 
ehlp Vashima had been sunk by a mine 
off Dalny vrtilch dispatches were denied 
by the Japans* authorities at the time 
have finally been officially confirmed 
The Japanese Government has notified 
foreign Governments of the loss of the 
ship. The number of men who went 
down with the vessel Is not known, butf 
is belleyec to have been small. The of¬ 
ficial details show that the Yaahttna 
struck a Russian mins and inter at¬ 
tempted to make Datny harbor, but 
this proved Impossible and she sank In 
deep water. 

The loss of the Yashlma bas been con¬ 
cealed by the Japanese, though the 
Russian authorities have believed for 
some time that the reports that th* 
battleship had been destroyed were cor¬ 
rect. It Is Important since it is now 
disclose that Japan has only four mod¬ 
ern battlesh4ps*remainl-ng. 

RUSSIA'S CELEBRATION 

Is On Small Scale Because of the 
Anxiety About Port Arthur. 

St. Petersburg. Nov. 3, 12;5» p. in.— 
There was little attempt to-day to cel¬ 
ebrate, except In a perfunctory way, 
the tenth anniversary of the ascension 
of Emperor Nicholas.

At Wheatcroft To St. Louis On 
Special Train. 


"In this connection it niay be stated 
that very few' people ln this country 
know that the evidence obtained by the 
bureau of corporations under this de¬ 
partment can only be seen by the Pres¬ 
ident of the United States and used by 
him as h* may see fit. The following 
extracts from the United States stat¬ 
utes at large, providing for the forma¬ 
tion and administration of the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce and Labor, (F*fty- 
•eventh Congress, second session, chap¬ 
ter 522. and passed ln 1003), show* that 
the President has exclusive control of 
the Information obtained concerning 
corporations. The extracts are os fol¬ 
lows : 

“ 'The said Commissioner (of corpora¬ 
tions) shall have power and authority 
to make • • • diligent investigation 
Into the organization, conduct and man¬ 
agement of the business of any corpo¬ 
ration, Joint *tock company or corpo¬ 
rate combination engaged In commerce 
among the several States,* • • and 
gather such information and data as 
will enable the President of the Uni¬ 
ted States to make recommendations 
to Congress for legislation for the reg¬ 
ulation of such commerce, and to re¬ 
port such data to the President from 
time to time as he shall require; and 
the information so obtained, or as 
much thereof as the President may 
direct, #hall be made public. 

*ln order to accomplish the pur¬ 
poses declared in the foregoing part 
°£ section, the said Commissioner 
shall have and exerise the same pow- 
•r and^nuthor 1 1 y in respect to corpora¬ 
tions, joint stock companies and com¬ 
binations. subject to the provisions 
hereof, as is conferred on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, in said act to 
regulate commerce • • • including 
the right to subpoena and compel the 
attendance and testimony of witnesses 
and the production of documentary ev¬ 
idence and to administer oaths • • ••

Not Open To Inspection. 


Wheatcroft, Ky.. Nov. 3.— [Special.]— 
All of the non-union coal miners em¬ 
ployed by Irving H. Wheatcroft, of this 
place, together with his carpenters, coke 
oven men, planing mill men, and other 
employes, were taken on a free excur¬ 
sion to the World’s Fair at St. Louis. 
Thursday, October 27, returning to 
Wheatcroft Sunday morning. October

The Illinois Central furnished a spe¬ 
cial train for the occasion, and took 
the entire party over Its own lines, via 
Princeton, Paducah and Cairo, direct 
to the World’s Fair grounds.

"Rover," und Invited a number of 
friends, who accompanied the party on 
the excursion. 

The party left Wheatcroft about 2 
o’clock on Thursday, the Illinois Central 
Railroad furnishing a spsclal engine to 
pull the train through, ond very few 
stops were made en route- 

The party arrived at the World’s 
Fair grounds early on Friday nwnJng. 
and arrangements had been made to 
accommodate the entire party at the 
Inside Inn within the World’s Fair 
grounds. 

Supper and breakfast had been served 
en route, from Mr. Wheatcroft *s private 
car, on which about twenty of the men 
were accommodated to meals, at one 
time, and the members of the party 
were thus ready for sight seeing imme¬ 
diately after they had secured their 
room-s at the Inside Inn. 

Everything uhat could possibly con¬ 
duce to the enjoyment of the party had 
been arranged for in advance, and a 
guilde secured for the party, so that the 
most could be made of the time avail¬ 
able at the Fair. The main party took 
In the principal exhibits in all of the 
public buildings, and at night the en¬ 
tire party was taken to ten of the best 
selected entertainment® on the "Pike." 

The next day the party was again 
taken around to the exhibits which 
most Interested them, and it is safe to 
say that a party of this magnitude 
never «aw more ln two days than Mr. 
Wheatcroft’* employes did during this 
excursion. Saturday afternoon was 
again devoted to the entertainments. 

The expenses of the entire trip, in¬ 
cluding train fare, hotel accommoda¬ 
tions, all entertainments and admis¬ 
sions. wete paid by Irving IL Wheat- 
croft, who gave the trip ns a free treat 
to hi* men. The men are all nonunion 
miners, and other employes engaged by 
Mr. Wheatcroft during rne summer, af¬ 
ter he had turned ail of the union men 
out of the works at Wheatcroft. but 
they are working under a contract for 
five years, and receive higher wages 
than the union scale. No such treat to 
employes has ever been known to be 
given before, in this part of the country, 
and the men say they cannot express 
their gratitude to Mr. Wheatcroft for 
such treatment.

"The announcement will be received 
with the keenest satisfaction by all 
Italiajis.’* said the Ambassador. "The 
delicacy of the situation which follow¬ 
ed the purchase of the cope by Mr Mor¬ 
gan was fully realized and his volunta¬ 
ry dffer to present the roflio to the Ital¬ 
ian Government was gladly accepted. 
It was a most gracious act upon Mr. 
Morgan’s par;t and win win for him (he 
gratitude of the whole Italian peo¬ 
ple.*’ 

Minister Des Planches said that short¬ 
ly after he was Invited by this Govern¬ 
ment to open negotiations with Mr. 
Morgan looking to the eventual return 
of the cope, the latter Intimated that 
if he ondy could be sure that the relic 
was stolen he would not hesitate In 
placing it In the hands of Us owners. 
Finally the meeting between the Min¬ 
ister and Mr. Morgan was arranged 
for to-day.

New York. Nov. 3.—Another man—a 
prisoner In the Tombs—has come for- 
w*ord with a statement regarding the 
shooting of “Caesar" Young, the turf¬ 
man. for w'hose death Nan Patterson, 
an actress, has been under indictment 
several months. He had been men¬ 
tioned previously as the "red-headed 
man," who. a moment after the shoot¬ 
ing. jumped on the step of the cab 
in w'hich Young and Mrs. Patterson 
were riding. 

John Latour. as the man is known, 
pleaded guilty a few days ago to steal¬ 
ing goods from a truck, and is now' 
awaiting sentence. At the time of the 
shooting, he says, he was on the w*ny 
home, heard the shot and ran after 
the cab. Jumping to the step, hr de¬ 
clares. he plainly saw' the fatal pistol 
in Young's hand, Indicating that the 
horseman shot himself. He called to 
the woman, advising that Young be 
taken to u drug store nearby, and theft 
went on his way. Arriving at home, 
lie told his wife what he had seen, but 
they decided to keep Rllence. fearing 
Lntour’s employer would learn that he 
had once been ln prison and discharge 
him. 

Recently Latour was arrested for a 
second offense and decided that he 
would tell what he saw. Mrs. Latour 
corroborated his statements. 


Washington. Nov. 3.—| Special.]— 
There seems to be no doubt here that 
Secretary of State John Hay catne very 
near being the President of the United 
States a week ago last Sunday. While 
every effort is being made at the White 
House to minimize the accident to the 
President while out riding on that 
date, it Is nevertheless a fact that he 
had a narrow escape. The President' 
has been especially desirous that no 
mention be made of the matter, owing 
to the political end of It. The Presi¬ 
dent’s opponents have always claimed, 
with every degree of Justice, that he 
was extremely reckless, both personal¬ 
ly and officially. They have cited a 
long list of freakish incidents in sup¬ 
port of their contentions, and now' 
comes to light the accident of last 
Sunday week. 

Friends of President Roosevelt know 
him as a perfectly reckless horseback* 
rider. He will ride like mad over rocks, 
bridges or fences, or will charge down 
hill us though his life depended upon 
getting to the bottom at the earliest, 
possible moment. One story is that the 
President was riding at breakneck 
speed over a bridge. w*hen his horse 
stumbled and he w'as thrown violently, 
striking upon his head and Just grazing 
a rock. The best Information is that 
he was rendered unconscious by hla 
fall and had some difficulty In getting 
hack to the White House. He had or¬ 
dered the orderly who usually accom¬ 
panies him to wait his return before 
dashing off on his reckless ride. Re¬ 
publicans are greatly annoyed that the 
President should feel the responsibility 
of his position so little that he wilt ex¬ 
pose his life in thlP way. 

Democrats say the President's acci¬ 
dent reveals the characteristic weak¬ 
ness of the man. He has no idea of re¬ 
sponsibility. A mere physical impulse 
to do something exhilerating is more 
to hitn than the Interests of the coun¬ 
try. _ _

A Stay of Blood. 

The long-continued Inactivity of the 
•piping armies In Manchuria, which, 
It was generally believed, would have 
been broken yesterday, has not as yet 
been changed. The press bulletin boards 
were eagerly scanned In anticipation 
of stirring war news, and when these 
shelved none the throngs turned away 
with evident disappointment. Despite 
the terrible mortality of the war dur¬ 
ing the past month, the eagerness with 
which Intelligence of more fighting Is 
looked for Indicates that the thirst for 
Wore blood Is not yet satiated. It indi¬ 
cates one of the Imbrultlng effects of 
■war. There were reasons why such 
rietvs was expected, the day being the 
anniversary of the birth of the Emperor 
of Japan and the tenth anniversary of 
the Cznr’s reign. With this 'double In¬ 
centive toVctIvlty the Impression had 
gained ground that the day w-ould be 
•lgnallzed by strenuous efforts of one 
or both armies to make It still more 
irr-morable, but the expectation was 
Mot realized. Reports from Port Arthur 
Indicate that the Japanese are still 
pushing their advantage by a more 
trmplete investment and the capture of 
additional strategic points. The condi¬ 
tion of th^ beleaguered fortress grows 
♦ally more desperate, but It is not yet 
apparent whether an attempt will be 
nn»de to carry It by assault or to force 
Its surrender by the exhaustion of its 
defenders. 

vi The armies of Gens. Oynma and Ku- 
ropntkln continue to preserve the align¬ 
ment they hn\*e occupied in close 
proximity for the past fortnight. The 
latter commander seems to have aban¬ 
doned his original aggressive policy 
and to be content to maintain a de¬ 
fensive attitude, behind the line of the 
Shuhke river. The Japanese army Is 
reported to have given Indications upon 
both flanks of a purpose of attack, and 
as the arrival of heavy re-enforcements 
has been announced.lt Is not expected 
that active movements will be long 
delayed. The rapid approach of winter 
In that latitude will make longer inac¬ 
tivity very Inconvenient for both 
armies. This Is especially the case^wlth 
the Russians on account of the 
scarcity of fuel. Having given up the 
only available coal mines, now In the 
rear of the Japanese army, and being In 
a treeless country, with little fuel avail¬ 
able, either for the army or for loco¬ 
motives, their condition is becoming 
critical from this cause If none other. 
The Japanese, on the contrary, have 
abundant fuel from the mines, which 
they are working, and thus have the 
advantage In position. There are also 
Oth-r causes tending to dispirit the 
Russians In the appointment of Gen. 
Grlffenberg to^command over Kuropat- 
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The Issues and the Men. 

The transaction by which a great 
people meet at the ballot box and. 
by theJr voice, fix. for four years, the 
character arid principles of govern¬ 
ment that are to be maintained. Is 
one of the largest transactions and the 
gravest duties that devolve on the 
American citizen. There Is an un¬ 
speakable majesty about this silent, but 
determined, con teat of the ballots. The 
world sees nothing else that could com¬ 
pare in impressiveness with this spec¬ 
tacle of more than fourteen millions of 
voters, representing eighty millions of 
people, engaged on one designated day 
giving expression to the national will 
as to the best national policy gnd the 
choice of their agents for the carrying 
out of this policy. The very soul of 
our system rests In the intelligent and 
conscientious exercise by the people of 
their poiideal rights. It was the in¬ 
tent of our scheme of government, 
when it <was delivered into the keep¬ 
ing of its voting citizenship, that ev¬ 
ery Individual voter should thought¬ 
fully and patriotically exercise this 
right. Chancelor I^ent, in 1826, said: 
“I^ever the tranquillity of this nation 
Is to be disturbed and its liberties en¬ 
dangered by a struggle for power. It 
will be upon the subject of the choice 
of a President, and it is only by pro¬ 
ceeding In the election of a chief mag¬ 
istrate of the Union with discretion, 
moderation and integrity that we shall 
stamp the highest value on our national 
character.” 

The two great political parties, repre¬ 
senting the two well-defined schools of 
political thought, have presen tfed a 
declaration of their principles and nom¬ 
inated their candidates for President 
and Vice President. While other nom¬ 
inees will be voted for, the result will 
be ©uecesp to the Democrats or Repub¬ 
licans in the persons of their candi¬ 
dates, Alton B. Parker, or Theodore 
Roosevelt. It remains, therefore, with 
the voters, recognizing that no other 
result Is possible, to divide between 
these t>wo on the lines of the principles 
in which they severally (believe. It re¬ 
mains for every voter with such wis¬ 
dom on such arguments and under 
such light as he receives to consider 
and ^determine in conscience, In duty, 
in fidelity to the Constitution, which 
party, in his Judgment, will best sub¬ 
serve the welfare of the country, and 
then to put himself in the situation of 
doing his duty witty the greatest effect. 
If he believes that between Parker and 
Roosevelt the choice of the country 
will He. then he must realilze that upon 
uhls choice will depend the solution cf 
some of the most momentous problems 
that have ever confronted our peo¬ 
ple. 

In Its most elemental constitution 
party life in a free State clusters about 
the two opposite poles of conservatism 
and radicalism. It was Jefferson’s con¬ 
clusion that this Issue would continue 
through all the future time; that every 
one would take his aide in favor of 
strengthening either the monarchical 
or republican features of the Constitu¬ 
tion; that everyone would take his 
side In favor of the many or of the 
few. To-day as truly as in the com¬ 
petition between Jefferson and John 
Adams |he campaign is a struggle be¬ 
tween tendencies, between Ideals. Nev¬ 
er were more Important Issues more 
squarely Joined; there is Involved 
the whole purpose of our Government, 
the very reason and end of our Consti¬ 
tution.

moment deserve to retain the badge of 
indigence and serfdom, the livery of 
want and woe in their protected para¬ 
dise.

Real benefits and actual 
prosperity are not to be obtained from 
protection nostrums.

Stripped of all 
rhetorical verbiage and sonorops inani¬ 
ties. the protectionist’s theory resolves 
Itself Into a barefaced endeavor to mys¬ 
tify the masses for the purpose of In¬ 
creasing the profits of the manufactur¬ 
ers while the powers* of the political 
Juggernaut are invoked to perpetuate 
the slavery of the toiling millions. It 
was the wdse advice of the founder of 
our party that “our interests will be to 
throw open the doors of commerce and 
to knock off all the shackles, giving per¬ 
fect freedom to all persons for the vent 
of whatever they may choose to bring 
Into our ports and asking the same In 

theirs.” ,

Behind t!he tariff there is imperialism, 
and behind imperialism there is mili¬ 
tarism. We are under the rule of a 
spirit of personal exaltation with an al¬ 
lied disposition to indulge In more or 
less harmful heroics. A nation is great 
only when its walls are laid In justice 
and buttressed with fair dealing. The 
people will pin their faith, In the long 
run, not to the demagogue yho would 
fool them by tyoostlng of their ability to 
whip any country on earth, but to the 
sober and high-minded leader who will 
tell them that their true triumphs and 
glories are of justice and peace. 

The growing impatience of law, the 


glery and heedless, headlong ambition. 
The government of this Republic should 
be a government of law, not a govern¬ 
ment of adventure. “ Prospers In the 
Ugai security of liberty.” says Buckle, 
“has 'been always effected by regulat¬ 
ing the executive power, which is the 
final force In all politically organized 
communities. But the executive po^- 
er, whether in the hands of a king or 
-a party doe® not change its fiature, but 
it seeks its own aggrandizement and 
cannot be safely trusted." Jefferson 
declared: “I had rather ask an en¬ 
largement of pow’er from the nation, 
where It Is found necessary, than to 
assume It by construction. Our pe¬ 
culiar security la in the possession of 
a written constitution. Let us not 
make It blank paper by construct ion." 

The great office of President, especial¬ 
ly, should be filled by a man with ad¬ 
ministrative and executive ability, w*ho 
has a thorough respect for the Consti¬ 
tution and who possesses poise, mod¬ 
esty, self-control and mental sobriety. 
We associate the Presidency w^th calm 
dignity and temperamental stability. 

Let us consider for a moment the cah- 
dldate of the Republican party; not 
Roosevelt. the w'rlter, not the 
“ideal and legendary” Roosevelt, but 
the real Roosevelt as he has de¬ 
veloped as President and candidate. The 
imaginary Roosevelt of apologetic ora~- 
tors has been impatiently kicked aside 
by the Hough Rider, and the real Roose¬ 
velt says with Ma/rtin Relph In Mr. 
Browmlng’s poem: “Get thee behind the 
man that I am, thou man that I used 
to be.” The President has uttered a 
thousand homilies about honor and 
truth and manltnepts and about civic 
tendency to substitute military methods vlrtue a"* 1 offlcla ‘ courage. No doubt

He thinks that the im¬ 
portance of their recognition Justifies 
the demoralization of the public serv¬ 
ice at the South by negro appoint¬ 
ments which are personally offensive to

The Republican platform drags its 
meaningless length along* pretentiously 
as it unfolds its canting platitudes. Its 
falsehoods, its vicious misrepresentation 
of facts, its perversion of historic truths 
and Its offensive boasting. Every¬ 
where between the planks is {he admo¬ 
nition “Don’t bother your blessed heads 
about anything: w'e have already solved 
ull the political problems there are to 
solve, but If any have been overlooked 
we can be depended upon to solve 
them as they ought to be solved,** One 
of Schiller’s heroes speaks of the pro¬ 
jects of giants and the performance 
of Insects; the giants would h^ve to be 
very’ gigantic and the insecls very 
tiny which would afford correct com¬ 
parative Illustration of the promises 
the Republicans make and any per¬ 
formance that may be expected. The 
keynote of the RepubUcan campaign is; 
“We are standing pat.” Yes, stand¬ 
ing pat upon folly and wrong, on as 
much protection “now' as ever here¬ 
tofore;” standing pat on a tariff In¬ 
stituted in the stress of the Civil War 
and since then changed only In the 
direction of greater rigor and exclusive¬ 
ness; standing pat on a meaningless 
reciprocity, on unlimited expenditures, 
on unlawful interference in the affairs 
o 6- neighboring countries and on the 
usurpation of legislative functions by 
the President. 

Insensate protection, like a baleful ob¬ 
session, guides the policies of the Re¬ 
publican party. It has entered into 
partnership with the great manufactur¬ 
ing Industries and it Is a bargain well 
kept. The manufacturers contribute 
enormous sums to the party treasury; 
the party. In turn, gives the manufac¬ 
turers high monopolistic duties paid by 
the masses of the American people, and 
building up for the favored few the 
greatest fortunes the world has known. 
The advocacy of protection is advertised 
in the interest of the masses; that the 
infliction of a tax is the source of pro¬ 
gress and prosperity; that it brings an 
enhancement in prices as a blessed boon 
to the working classes; that it Is the 
means of securing remunerative and 
steady employment. That the absence 
of taxation causes dearth of employ¬ 
ment and poverty is a proposition so ab¬ 
surd that those who accept it for a 
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for those of courts and Legislatures, 
the spreading contempt for the rights 
of an inferior race, to “carry a big 
stick” and be nlw'ays the “strong man 
armed”—all these things have a very 
direct connection with our six years of 
arbitrary rule in the Philippines. It is 
a painful w'rench away from a past of 
liberty for all and opportunity for all 
Involved in this continual domination 
over a distant people. Gold win Smith 
said: “The United States burned up the 
Declaration of Independence when It 
ednquered the Filipinos.” Yes, when It 
trampled upon the demands of the Fili¬ 
pinos It really trod our past In the dirt. 
Like the English In India, we bestowed 
on the Filipinos the, blessings of liber¬ 
ty and the Bible, provided always that 
liberty does not include the right 
to ^ecome citizens of the Unit¬ 
ed States, and that the Bible 
does include the excellent old- 
time and old-world precept, “Servants 
obey in all things your master” They 
are practically subject to a military 
despotism Imposed upon them by an 
alien and unsympathetic people whose 
domination they resent. It constitutes 
an Immense difference when a despot¬ 
ism Is the product of the soil and of a 
people’s own making, as Is illustrated In 
the appeal of Byron’s Greek to the de¬ 
generate modern Greek when under 
Turkey: 

Dash down your cup of Samian wine, 

We may not think on things like these; 
They made Anacreon’s song divine; 

He served, but served Polycrates— 

A tyrant—(but our tyrants then 
Were still at least our countrymen. 

Imperialism Is the way of looking at 
thing® which is congenial to people 
who are ruling others without consti¬ 
tutional restraint. History offers plenty 
of examples of it, and the most strik¬ 
ing ones are furnished by democracies 
and republics. The Greek cities, wdth 
their colonies and depend at allies, the 
Roman FBepubllc, the Italian City Re¬ 
publics showed what tyranny one com¬ 
monwealth Is capable of when it rules 
another. Imperial government Is an 
arbitrary, aristocratic, autocratic gov¬ 
ernment; our country is a constitu¬ 
tional, not Imperial government; our 
sovereign, the people, not an emperor. 
An eminent English statesman % ( Lord 
Acton), having made a special study of 
the American fconstttutlon, in one of 
his letters expressing a hope that the 
United States would not undertake the 
government \>f Mexico, observed that, 
”a confederacy loses Ks true character 
when It rules over dependencies and 
a democracy lives a threatening life 
when It admits millions of a strange 
and inferior race wMilch It can neither 
assimilate nor absorb.” A false and 
low' conception of patriotism underlies 
all these appeal© to the mere sense of 
national bigness and force, and If we 
have got tired of all the fret and sham 
of militarism and the meretricious glit¬ 
ter of Imperialism we may turn with 
relief to the Democratic party and its 
candidates. 

* • * 

The Republican party is committed 
to a policy of destruction of a co-or¬ 
dinate branch of the government and to 
undue exaltation of the executive. The 
American people In their constitution 
have wisely separated the* executive 
and law-making powers of govern¬ 
ment; they have wisely set bounds to 
the powers vested in the President an l 
In the President and Congress jointly. 
In the early days these lines of de- 
nmrkatlon were so well defined as to 
cause no foreboding for the future. But 
In the evolution of our government the 
executive has been gradually gaining 
an ascendency over the legislative and 
judicial departments. The pivot upon 
which we now' revolve Is the White 
House, where one man sits in almost 
supreme power. Under the all-em¬ 
bracing phrase of the “war power” the 
President has became the autocratic 
ruler, of millions of people in the Phil¬ 
ippine Islands, Porto Rico and the 
Panama Canal zone. The laws pro¬ 
mulgated by the Taft * commission de¬ 
clare that they are enacted “by the 
authority of the President of the Unit¬ 
ed States,** a phrase hitherto unknown 
In our history. This is a government 
of law, not one of executive caprice. 
The law binds the lowest citizen no 
more than U does the President. The 
Constitution should not be nude a con¬ 
venience and cover for partisan Jug- 


there w r ere noble Ideals beneath all 
these utterances, but these noble ideals 
were oompUcated and obscured by vari¬ 
ous less admirable states of mind and 
feeling. We may concede his sincerity, 
but w'e are compelled to believe that In 
politics, like the poet Savage, in Doc¬ 
tor Johnson’s biography, he mistakes 
the love for the practice of virtue. His 
Impetuous temper and high-handed ex¬ 
ercise of power betray a mental unfit¬ 
ness which leads to general public un¬ 
easiness. He is aggressive, cocksure 
and lays about him with words like 
clubs. His manner is that of punching 
heads rather than arguing. Put crude¬ 
ly, his principle Is what burly BerN 
Johnson said of one of his own plays: 
“By God *tls good, and if you lik’t it, 
you may.** He Is scornful of the abil¬ 
ity. courage, honesty and consistency 
of all who are opposed to him. His 
treatment of General Miles and Ad¬ 
mirals Dewey and Schley betrayed a 
small-minded and unforgiving temper. 
When driven by necessity, unhampered 
by scruples—like a Machlavelll—he 
takes the course that leads to the end 
he has In view even If It be the law 
that governs the action of the brigand 
and pirate. His recognition of the Re¬ 
public of Panama was a shockingly in¬ 
decent thing. His exultation In the for¬ 
eign policy of the Government simply 
reduces Into prose the jubilant language* 
of the hero of one of Moore’s satiric 
poems 

•'Such capering and vaporing, ©uch vigor 
and rigor. 

Bast. West, North and South, we out 
such a figure. 

He has shown that a President who 
has the will to usurp legislative func¬ 
tions. to exalt the power of the execu¬ 
tive above the Constitution, and to 
commit our Government to the viola¬ 
tions of international Justice easily 
finds the way. Profoundly discontented 
with the routine work of giving a good 
administration, he is ever eager to 
launch on unknown seas. He Is not 
willing to stand still. And under his 
administration neither do the expendi¬ 
tures stand still: neither does cor¬ 
ruption, nor does the creation of mo¬ 
nopoly and wealth, based upon unequal 
taxation. He has a restlessness of tem¬ 
perament almost pathological; a love 
of excitement and a fatal fondness for 
haranguing the people. He Is nothing 
If not fiery and rampant. Like the man 
in Horace, his friends would kill hirn 
if they made him conservative and 
quiet. He Is only himself when ex¬ 
travagant and strenuous. But these 
are not the qualities that make the 
strong and efficient public servant. 
Bagehot writes of Boillngbroke as the 
type of a guttering statesman: “We 
see In his case that a life of great ex¬ 
citement Is incompatible with the calm 
circumspection and the sound estimate 
essential to great affairs; that though 
the excited hero may be stimulated to 
great speeches which others could not 
make, he will also be Irritated to petty 
speeches whlcto others would not; he 
will attract enmities, hut not con IV 
dence.” The country has grown weary 
of its strenuous Aristides and the mili¬ 
tant impulsiveness of Its Ram Dass, 
who, “with fire In his belly.” Is given 
to incessant exploitation and sensation¬ 
al heroic pose. This doctrine of the 
strenuous life has become distinctly 
tiresome; people cannot live In a per¬ 
petual hurrah; they do not wish to 
be always making things hum; they 
long for a little time to think things 
over, a little quiet breathing spell. 

Our mission Is not that of a big po¬ 
liceman anxious to police every dis¬ 
orderly Government except our own. It 
would be a dangerous delusion were a 
belief that the “head of the Govern¬ 
ment could do no wrong’* to silence 
our fears for the safety of our rights. 
“Our Constitution has fixed the limits 
to which our confidence may go; in 
questions of power let us not hear of 
confidence In man. but bind him down 
from mischief by the chains of the Con¬ 
stitution.** These are the words to be 
found in the Kentucky Resolution of 
1798. 


Through the Influence of Roosevelt 
the negro question has become more 
conspicuous In the public eye than at 
any time since the adoption of the Fif¬ 
teenth amendment. The Republican 
platform, dictated by hitn, contains a 
oractiral demand for tlm enforcement 


the North to appoint negroes of like 
Importance. The race problem Is not 
a Federal question; it is a false and 
foreign issue in national politics. The 
Federal Government lacks the inherent 
power to deal with It; Its Interference 
provokes and creates evils which It Is 
powerless to remedy. The problem, If 
it Is to be peacefully solved *u all, can 
only be by the action and co«operation 
of the people, white and black, of the 
several States. Never should mad, 
rancorous, partisan politicians have 
been allowed to let their reason be 
strangled by hatred* of a valiant foe to 
such an extent as to have engrafted on 
our organic law the Fourteenth and 
FJfteenth amendments. which were 
originally framed to set the freedmen 
In the Southern States over the whites. 
It was the verdict fSf no less a person 
than Abraham Llnculn that “there is a 
physical difference between the white 
and black races which will forever for¬ 
bid the races .living together on terms 
of social and political equality. There 
must be the position of superior and 
Inferior, and I as much as any other 
man am in favor of having the supe¬ 
rior position assigned to the white 
race.’* 

On the ancient monuments of Egypt 
there are figures |>f negroes, there are 
figures of Egyptians, there are figures 
of Jews, there are figures of other 
races of men as characteristic In all 
those particulars as we see them now; 
so that for at least as long a time as 
these monuments have been in exist¬ 
ence these features of humanity have 
remained w'hat they were then and 
have retained their peculiarities. The 
differences, says Prof. Agassiz, are pri¬ 
mal. Food and climate, those great 
physical necessities, under the Influence 
of which men are molded, have not 
been able to change the negro of the 
pyramid era, the negro of the deluge 
era, Into anything essentially different 
during all the ages and revolutions 
that have intervened until now. It 
cannot be expected that he can sud¬ 
denly be rh^tamorphosed under the In¬ 
fluence of constitutional amendments 

or Roosevelt protocols. 

• • • 

The Democratic party presents to the 
voters of the country a declaration of 
clear Democratic faith and a candidate 
who embodies Democratic devotion and 
fidelity.

Thu Springfield RepubUcan, com¬ 
menting upon Secretary Hay’s recent 
speech calling upon New York to i>H 
into line, takes occasion to express its 
regret for its lack of JudicfKl restraint.

To have now, 
at this late date, deviated from what 
seemed a commendable propriety and 
indulged in a speech In which he used 
language so unbefitting one of his posi¬ 
tion and accredited character, cannot 
but lower him In the estimation of 
Democrats who j^ave accorded him the 
respect due his position, and affect his 
standing both at home and abroad with 
all Impartial critics. Under the law he is 
first in succession in case of a vacancy 
in the presidential office and for this 
if no other reason it would have 
accorded more with propriety If he had 
foregone the occasion to exhibit his 
partisan zeal or to yield to the impor¬ 
tunities of his chief to take the stump 
in his behalf.

Budapest, Hungary, Nov. 3.—The 
lower house of the Hungarian Diet has 
declined to approve the resolution of 
Francis Kossuth, president of the Inde¬ 
pendent party, calling on the premier 
to urge the Austro-Hungarian foreign 
minister to support any diplomatic ac¬ 
tion on the part of the United States 
tending to put an end to the bloodshed 
in the Far Eust. Supporting his mo¬ 
tion Kossuth to-day declared that Rus¬ 
sia, despite her defeats, had brilliantly 
maintained ihe reputation for gallantry 
of her army so that she can accept 
Intervention without feeling that her 
honor 1s affected.

He Is alleged to have testified 
falrely In the evidence Introduced on 
the motion for ball recently heard and 
refused by Judge He Roy Daniels, of 
Bullitt county. An effort t*o locate Ha- 
gel yesterday failed. He was formerly 
employed by the Chess- YVymond 
Cooperage Company In this city, but 
the Deputy Sheriff who had the war¬ 
rant was Informed at that plant that 
Ihe had given up his position Monday, 
and bad not been seen since. 

At the hearing Hazel testified that he 
was*a passenger on the train which 
took Barbour and Hagan from the city 
to Shepherds^Ule the afternoon of the 
shooting. He swore that he was upon 
the back platform as the train drew 
tip to the Shepherdsville station, and 
that he nw the whole affair. It was 
his statement that no hostile demon¬ 
stration whutever i^-as made by Hagan 
but that Barbour, corning up behind 
him. opened fire without the least prov¬ 
ocation. The defense charges that Ha¬ 
zel wa* not on the trHln at. all. and 
that no one was upon the rear platform 
when Shephersvllle was reached except 
the roadmaster. This official, it Is said, 
will swear that the door leading from 
the coach to the rear platform had 
been locked by him before the train ar¬ 
rived at Shephfcrdsville. Hazel In his 
evidence said that he had bought a 
ticket at on* of the stations between 
Shephetdsvllie and Louisville, and that 
he went on to I*el>auon. returning /upon 
a freight later that night.

SUIT OF PARKS COMPANY 
AGAINST DECATUR, ILL. 


William Snyder, who Is in Jail on a 
double charge of shotting at without 
wounding and resisting arrest, has ex¬ 
perienced a shocking reversal of fortune 
I in th^ mutter of getting a bondsman 
which h* liable to shake hla faith In hu¬ 
manity, or a tf least some of that portion 
of it known to be consistent supporters 
of the Republican faith. His bond Is 
fixed at $3,000 because Acting Police 
Judge Wilson, who heard the case, re¬ 
gards It as a peculiarly aggravated one. 
and Judge Pryor Is apparently like- 
minded, because upon motion for a writ 
of habeas corpus based on the claim of 
excessive ball he declared for the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

However, after considerable work on 
the part of his friends. Snyder was able 
to secure for his bondsmen Judge Geo. 
DuRelle, Postmajffer T. H. Baker, Geo. 
D. Todd, Kinnard llugot, H. R. Roe and 
Park McDonald. It was represented to 
all of these gentlemen that Snyder was 
n worthy Republican worker, and was 
being prosecuted on account of his pol- 
frtlcs. A local Republican organ re¬ 
cently published a tong and loudly-dis¬ 
played article -to this effect. The article 
was shown to the six prominent Re¬ 
publicans mentioned, and It apparent¬ 
ly worked on their feelings to the extent 
of their agreeing each to go Snyder's 
bond to the extent of $500. making up 
the $3,000. Nevertheless, not fifteen 
minutes lifter Snyder was released 
Judge DuRelle appeared In the Circuit 
Clerk's office and declared that he had 
made a. mistake.

Klrwan’s good party standing was con¬ 
founded with Snyder’s. Snyder at first 
threatened Mr. Klrwon with a pistol, 
and was only dl^trmed after a struggle. 
Later he appeared with a Winchester 
reflating shotgun, and fired one load 
at Mr. Kirwan, who managed to make 
his escape. 

Lieut. Klnnarney and several other 
policemen who tried to arrest Snyder 
were threatened desperately by him. He 
was captured und disarmed with much 
difficulty.
